For  the  Year  ending  December  31st,  1938. 


The  area  of  the  District  has  been  increased  to  2,137  acres. 

The  population  at  the  census  of  1931  was  18,732,  and  the 
estimate  of  1938  is  19,370. 

3Tie  birth  rate  (E.G.)  is  13.2.  There  were  10  births  of 
illegitimate  children,  and  8  still-births.  The  following  table 
shows  the  numbers  during  each  quarter  as  returned  by  the  local 
Registrars :  —

Births. — The  number  of  live  births  was  257,  of  which  143 
were  of  males  and  114  females. 

Deaths. — The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  was  251, 
136  males  and  115  females.  Table  II  in  the  appendix  is  the 
return  of  the  local  Eegisrars  and  shows  the  different  causes  of 
death  at  varioTis  ages  and  both  sexes. 

There  were  13  deaths  (corrected)  of  infants  under  one  year, 
and  145  of  persons  over  65  years  of  age.  There  were  10  vieaths 
from  tuberculosis,  36  from  cancer,  4  from  diabetes,  69  from 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels,  3  from  bronchitis, 
11  from  pneumonia,  11  from  kidney  disease,  9  from  premature 
bii-th,  etc.,  2  from  suicide,  9  from  violence,  27  from  old  age, 
and  the  remainder  from  various  other  causes. 


There  were  51  deatlis  in  the  public  institutions,  and  18 
in(]uests  were  lield.  Of  the  latter  the  verdicts  w^ere  as  follows; 

from  respiratory  disease,  o  t>om  heart  disease,  10  from 
accidents  complicated  by  fracture,  1  from  Bronchial-rneumonia 
and  2  from  Suicide. 

There  were  no  uncertified  deaths. 

Maternal  Mortality.  —  No  deaths  occurred  from  puer])eral 
sepsis  or  as  an  immediate  result  of  parturition. 

25  non-residents  died  in  the  district.  The  death  rate 
(corrected)  was  12.95  per  1,()()0  of  the  population.  The  death 
rate  from  cancer  was  1.8,  from  infectious  disease  .25,  and  f]*om 
tuberculosis  .5. 

Infant  Mortality.  —  The  number  of  infants  who  died  before 
attaining  one  year  of  age  was  13  (corrected)  8  males  and  5 
females.  Table  4  shows  the  causes  of  deaths  at  various  ages 
as  returned  by  the  local  Eegistrars.  Of  the  total  deaths  1  was 
from  pneumonia,  4  from  prematurity  and  immaturity,  and  the 
remainder  from  various  other  causes.

The  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  is  .5.  The  number  of 
deaths  of  infants  per  1,000  births  is  63. 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. — The 

Victoria  Infirmary  (36  beds)  is  entirely  supported  by  voluntary 
effort,  and  is  reserved  for  the  treatment  of  surgical  cases. 

The  Mid-Cheshire  Orthopsedic  Clinic  provides  for  artificial 
sunlight  treatment  and  X-ray  examinations,  in  addition  to 
general  orthopeedic  work.  It  is  maintained  by  a  special  com¬ 
mittee,  and  arrangements  are  made  when  necessary  for  children 
to  obtain  treatment  through  the  Guardians  Assistance  Com¬ 
mittee  in  necessitous  cases. 


o 
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] ’revision  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  disease  is  made  by  a 
Joint  Hospital  Committee  including  representatives  from  the 
Winsford  and  Middlewich  Urban  Districts,  the  Northwich  Dural 
])istricb  and  this  Authority,  which  maintain  an  Isolation  Hospital 
at  Davenham.  The  Smallpox  Hospital  at  Marbury  is  main¬ 
tained  by  the  Xorthwich  Urban  District  Council. 

The  Northwich  Institution  and  Poor  Law  Districts  are  now 
controlled  by  the  Public  Assistance  Committee,  as  part  of  the 
Runcorn  Administrative  Area.  Sixty  beds  are  available  at  the 
Xorthwich  Institution  and  35  at  the  Children’s  home  at 
Leftwich.  This  institution  provides  for  unmarried  mothers, 
illegitimate  infants  and  homeless  children.  There  is  a  maternity 
ward  in  the  Institution, 

Ambulance  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Joint  Isolation 
Hospital  for  the  removal  of  infectious  cases,  and  an  ambulance 
is  also  available  for  other  cases. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia  and  Puerperal  Fever. — Arrangements  have 
been  made  by  the  Council  for  the  provision  of  a  second  medical 
opinion  when  requested  by  a  general  practitioner.  The  services 
of  two  Specialists  are  now  available.  Cases  requiring  hospital 
treatment  are  accommodated  at  Crewe  Isolation  Hospital  by 
special  arrangements  in  each  case. 

Nursing  in  the  Homes  is  provided  by  voluntary  effort,  the 
i’arisli  Nurses  of  Hartford,  Davenham,  Lostock  and  Winnington, 
each  take  a  portion  of  the  District,  the  remainder  being  served 
b\  the  Witton  Nurse. 

There  is  no  special  provision  for  home  nursing  of  infectious 
cases,  but  Hospital  accommodation  would  be  given  to  un¬ 
attended  cases. 

Midwives  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Council. 

Chemical  Analysis. — The  analysis  of  any  food,  water  or  other 
])roducts  considered  necessary  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
is  carried  out  at  the  Manchester  University  Laboratory  or  by 
the  County  Analyst.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water. — The  supplemental  scheme  inaugurated  in  1926,  has 
proved  very  efficient,  and  the  whole  area  is  provided  with  a 
plentiful  supply  of  pure  water,  which  renders  possible  the  more 
rapid  conversion  of  pail  closets  to  the  water-carriage  system. 

Closet  Accommodation. — The  policy  of  conversion  from  pails 
to  the  water  carriage  system  has  been  steadily  pursued  through¬ 
out  the  year;  31  pail  closets  being  so  converted.  During  the 
past  12  years  over  3,000  ashpits  have  been  abolished,  and 
galvanised  iron  ashbins  provided,  thus  completing  the  wffiole 
of  the  district  making  a  100  per  cent.  Ashbin  Town. 

Scavenging  is  done  by  the  Council’s  own  Staff;  5,, 441  ashbins 
are  emptied  weekly  from  dwellinghouses  and  combined  houses 
and  shops,,  and  351  lock-up  shops. 

The  whole  of  the  scavenging  is  done  with  2'S.  &  D.  freighters 
and  1  horse  drawn  vehicle.

— No  canal  boats  have  been  registered  during  the 
year.

Factories  and  Workshops. — Two  additions  to  the  register  have 
l)een  recorded  during  the  year,  all  the  14  cases  of  non-compliance 
with  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act  have  been  dealt  with. 
The  table  in  the  appendix  gives  particulars. 

Offensive  Trades. — There  are  still  three  offensive  trades  being 
carried  on  in  the  District.  Preliminary  notices  have  been  served 
for  non-compliance  with  the  regulations,  the  defects  being 
immediately  remedied. 

Sufficiency  of  Supply  of  Houses. — The  Council  have  erected 
during  1938,  an  additionaJ  118  houses  to  replace  tenants  from 
slum  property,  overcrowded,  and  back  to  back  houses,,  on  the 
three  sites  as  follows:  —

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops.  —  One  reduction  to  the 
Eegister  lias  been  recorded  during  the  year  making  15  retail 
purveyors  and  B  wholesale  traders  and  producers. 

Slaughter-Houses.  —  Kemain  as  before,,  7  registered  and  B 
licensed. 

Bakehouses. — Remain  as  before,  B7,  none  being  underground. 

All  the  above  have  been  periodically  inspected,  and  the  lime¬ 
washing  and  general  cleanliness  supervised. 

The  following  articles  of  food  were  seized  or  voluntarily 
surrendered  to  the  Inspector,  viz: — 672  lbs.  of  beef,  8  tins  of 
fruit,  milk,  salmon,  corned  beef  and  18  lbs.  ham  and  tongue,  etc. 

Infectious  Diseases.  —  Of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  IBl 
cases  were  reported  during  the  year.  22  of  diphtheria,  62  of 
scarlet  fever,  7  'of  erysipelas,  9  of  pneumonia,  29  of  tuberculosis, 
1  of  puerperal  pyrexia.,  and  1  of  cerebro  spinal  fever. 

Of  the  22  cases  of  diphtheria,  22  were  sent  to  Hospital  ;  9 

occurred  in  the  first  quarter,  B  in  the  second,  7  in  the  third  and 
B  in  the  last.  Of  the  62  cases  of  scarlet  fever  62  were  sent  to 
Hospital,  7  occurred  during  the  first  quarter,  8  during  the  second 
quarter,  17  during  the  third  quarter,  and  BO  during  the  last. 
Of  the  29  cases  of  tuberculosis,  12  were  pulmonary,  all  being 
pathologically  confirmed. 

The  examination  of  pathological  products  is  systematically 
used  by  the  practitioners:  110  swabs  from  suspected  throats 
were  examined  at  the  Bacteriological  Laboratory,  Manchester. 

The  supply  of  diphtheria  antitoxin  is  adopted  and  is  a  routine 
procedure  :  204,000  units  have  been  provided  by  the  Sanitary 

Authority,  also  8  Schick  Tests. 

No  cases  of  smallpox  occurred,  and  no  vaccinations  were 
performed  by  the  M.O.H.  under  the  public  Health  (Smallpox 
Prevention)  Regulations,  1917. 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925. 

No  tuberculosis  employees  have  been  found  in  the  milk  trade 
during  the  year. 


(Public  Health  Act,  1925,  Sec.  52).  — It  has  not  been  necessary 
for  the  Conncil  to  apply  for  any  order  for  compulsory  removal 
to  Hospital  during  the  year. 

Housing  and  Overcrowding  Condition.  —  Since  1929,  1,125 
houses  have  been  built  in  the  Histrict,  and  169  houses  demol¬ 
ished  under  the  Slum  Clearance,  making  a  net  increase  of  965 
houses.  Of  these  at  least  590  are  suitable  tor  industrial  workers. 
The  prevailing  type  of  these  houses  is  the  four-roomed  one, 
provided  \vith  bath  and  w.c. 

Prior  to  the  construction  of  these  houses,  the  District,  before 
it  was  enlarged,  contained  about  4^099  houses  of  all  types.  The 
standard  of  soundness  is  very  variable,  as  almost  every  type  is 
re])resented.  The  prevailing  form  of  defect  is  the  old  house, 
which  has  deteriorated  structually  owing  to  subsidence  caused 
by  the  local  industry,  also  deficient  in  light  and  proper  larder 
and  wash-house  accommodation.  In  many  cases  w.c.’s  are 
absent,  but  in  this  District  1,731  privies  and  pail  closets  have 
been  converted  to  the  water-carriage  system.  This  implies  a 
rate  of  over  100  per  annum. 

During  the  year  the  Council  have  erected  118  houses  to  replace 
tenants  from  condemned  properties,  back  to  back  houses  which 
are  to  be  made  into  through  houses,  and  tenants  from  over¬ 
crowded  property.  At  the  end  of  1938,  21  had  been  occupied 
and  the  remaining  97  will  be  ready  for  occupation  during  the 
early  part  of  1939. 


When  all  the  118  houses  have  been  occupied,  the  over¬ 
crowding  figure  of  137  (shown  by  the  Housing  Survey)  will  have 
been  reduced  to  appximately  69,  and  this  figure  will  be  reduced 
considerably  after  the  next  batch  of  houses  are  erected,  which 
are  to  accommodate  the  tenants  from  the  properties  known  as 
the  Whalley  Pioad  Clearance  Area. 

Fitness  of  Houses. — So  far  no  occasion  has  arisen  to  appeal 
to  the  statutory  powers  provided  by  this  section.  The  special 
measures  taken  in  relation  to  particular  types  of  insanitary 
property  are  shown  in  this  report.  (T)  By  the  demolition  of 
insanitary  privy,,  pail  closets  and  ashpits  and  the  substitution 
of  water  closets  and  ashbins.  (2)  By  providing  wash-houses  and 
separate  taps  to  each  house  and  general  repairs  to  the  property. 
There  is  no  shortage  of  a  common  supply  of  water  and  only  221 
houses  which  are  not  privately  supplied.  There  are  only  44 
houses  with  common  sanitary  accommodation. 
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Sewerage,  —  The  Council  have  completed  the  new  Sewerage 
Scheme  for  the  diversion  of  sewage  from  the  Witton  Outfall 
works  which  runs  into  an  18''  diameter  main  sewer  fi’om  a 
maidiole  at  Xorthwich  Station  to  the  ])ock  Road  Ihunping 
Station  and  then  hy  the  Existing  gravitation  scheme  in  the 
Castle  Wai'd  to  the  Joint  Outfall  Works  at  Winnington.  The 
total  cost  of  the  scheme  was  C8,()74.  A  storm  water  relief  sewer 
had  been  laid  from  tlie  main  sewer  at  a  joint  below  Moss 
Road  on  the  Winnington  side  which  runs  direct  to  the  Joint 
Outfall  works,  the  total  cost  being  .C2,727.  In  view  of  the 
additional  amount  of  sewage  being  received  at  the  Joint  Outfall 
Works  at  Winnington,  an  extension  has  been  carried  out  and 
the  existing  machinery  and  plant  brought  up-to-date,  the  cost 
being  -£12,34-J,  of  which  sum  the  Rorthwich  Rural  District 
Council  as  joint  owners  of  the  Works,  contributed  C869.  The 
Unemployment  (Irants  Committee  approved  all  the  schemes 
for  the  purpose  of  grants.
